They do

tiot believe In ustng tlie taxlng powor for

any purpose other than that of raising
revenue. They do not believe in a system
Of taxation that enriches the few at the

.xpense of the many. They do not be¬

lieve In centralii&ation, but in Stata sov-

.reignty and in local self-government.
They have mct 1be Republicans t=quaro1y
on this issue and have made a r-plendid
ehowlng. There is every reason to be¬

lieve that they will win in 1PM on the

ftaroo issue, and tho party leaders will
fio well to take the I'-sson to hearL
The election in Virginia was all one

way except in the Ninth District. where
Slemp.

coid ibusiness hasis ended Monday night
in what tho liquor d^aJcrs generaily re-

jrarcied as a victory. but was it? To be
tjure, 3ii'. Crenshaw did not get the rate
for whieh he ttarfd, but he did get a

ininimuni of S100 as opposed to the old
mlnlmum of ?35.
As the apportionment. of the Iicense is

to be left in the hands of the Finance
Committee a wise and fair administratlon
of that part of the nrdinance is insured.

On tlie wliole the first skirmish showed
that the public sentiment of Richmond
-could and did make itself fcJt in favor
of a new and higher rate for liqour
llcensos.
Mr. Crenshaw's statistics have had a

son of the retail liquor traflic. Some of
the saloons ara veritablc Gtorra ceutors,
the rallying places for bad and rowdy

But they should not bc taxed unjustly

or unfairly. As we t-aid in Sunday's
papcr:
"The liquor business: is under present

¦conditions a legiiimate business, seehig
that under certain restrictlons it is per-
mltted by law to be carried on. That
being the case. the authontit-s must be
reafeonable and just in deahng with those
engaped In the liquor traffic. The tax
should be high for the reason already
stated. and the minimum rate i-houid be
high- But it is out of all reason to say
that all the saloons should pay the same
tax."
The Coune'.l yecms to have taken the

eame vlew. The proposal to make :i

"flat" rate to apply to all saloons allke

¦was rejected. the minimum rate being
flxed at $100 and the maxlmum rate at

J250. We do not think that this rate 1«

high enough for any of the saloons. but

the principle ls oquitable. The rate will

doubtless be rateed heroaftcr^
OLD * OLD MINERS.

Charles Benoist, a French writcr on

*conomice. has been contributing a

Ferles of articles on the industry of

coal mnlng, In whieh ho has discussed

at great length the question of

wc,rk and wascs in the coal

mines of Frances Belgum. ln

view of our Uoublc-s of tliis year in

tlie anthra-cite region and of slmilar

U-oub!e» now worrylng the French. the

information and views of M. Benoist are

ioteroeting. The writer flrst dlrects at-

ten^jon to the cnornious increase in th<

production that has taken place and thc^

1
lncreased capacity of the indlvldual
mlncr to extrsct coal from the Immensc
velne underground. This Is due to the
use of lmproved machlnery. and tha

methods eraploycd as well as the roa-

chlncry used ln France and Belglum are

pretty much the same as in Pennsyl-
vania and In Virginia and are familiar
to us. The most intcrestlng point dls-

cusscd by the Frcnch wrlter ls the mat¬
ter of wages. Wh le he ehows that

wages have increased eomewhat with
the advanccs made ln labor saving ma-

chinery and that the Frcnch miner is

now being a little bettcr compensated
than in former years he ls still much
worsc off than the Amcrican worker in

tho mlnes.
M. Bonelst informs us that srtortiy be¬

fore the Napolconic wars the wages of
coal miners in France was twenty-fivo
cents a day. During the timo that the
"Little Corporal" was calling for men

to join his armies there was a scarcity
of labor for lndustrlal purposes. and by
1S0S the wages of miners had advanced
to seventy cents a day. Then came a

decline, and by 1830 the rate had gonc
down to fifty cents.while sixty cents
was considered a princely compensation.
Sincc then there has been a steady in¬

crease, and in 1S97 wages had reached
the daily rate of $1.21. From this rate.

there ls a s.eries of deductions, such
as two per cent. for the old-age pension
fund and a like rate on account of the
relief fund. The average daily wage
nets the miner about elghty-six cents.

From the figures it would scem that
the increase in wages has been far be-

low the Increase in tho produclng ca¬

pacity of the individual miner and that
the operator in France and Belglum
has been getting more than his proper
sharc of the blesslngs of labor saving
machlnery. and fiiially tliat the miners

in these countries have more of a

grievance than have their brethren in

the L'nitc-d States. Possibly we find in

this condlfon the true reason why
President Mitchell finds lt necessary to

addrcss his audlences ln the anthracite
rogions in several different languages.
The coal miner can do better ln America
than in the old world and that ls why
he comes here. but ho soon learns the

ways of a land of freedom and goes on

a strike.

ARBITRATION GR1ST.
The most curious strike that has yct

come down the pike is now on in Fond

du Lac, Wisconsin, and it is just barely
possible tliat the President of the United
States may be called upon to appoint
an arbitration commission to settle it,
or at loast to enlarge the duties of the

Fond du Lac aud bring peace and har-

mony once more to that now grcatly
disturbed town.

In" IFdnd dii Lac there are located ex-

tensive limo work?. which employ some-

thing less than a hundred skilied limc-
makcrs and mixers. A week or tc-n

days ago two children of one of the

Italian lahorers employed in the Ume

works became involved In a quarrel with
the three children of a member of an-

other clement of workmen. The quarrel
extended to the paronts. and then ail the

members of the anti-Italian element

took a hund and drmanded of the com¬

pany the immedlitte dismissal of the
Italian. On being refused. they organ-

ized a strike. and now quite a number

of men are idle and the works are pro-
-ducing less than half of its usuol out-

put. ln the meantimc- tlie belligerant
kids, who originally brought on the row,

have paiched up their difficulty and are

at peace with themselves and all the

balance of the world, but notliing short

of a commission. appointed by the Fresi-

dent, can arbitrato the diffcrenct-s be¬

tween the irate parents. Truly, the Pres-
ident's arbitration mill is not going to

suffer for grist.

The
question of tlie young girl's personality
entered little into tl is !ilt!e race war. As
far its that was concerned fhe 'ivas found
to be aeeomplishod and refin.d in every
way. and quite unostentatious.
Miss Washington proved to be athorn

in the fk-sh to thv faculty on account of
tlie newspapor notoriety whieh she
gained. Articles signed by her and in-
torviews on her rcception at tlie college
did not meet with the approval of bfcr
teachers.
We rcproduee this story with some rc-
